WALKING AROUND 
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series. It was inspired by Nan 
Harris's reassuring comment that 
Snake Hill was adder-free; it 
also involves making good use of 
the new Hempton footpath. 
Setting out along the Hempton 
Road you go almost to the bend 
at the end of the footpath 
before the newer houses of St. 
John's Way. On your right is the 
opening of a broad track, known as Snake Hill Lane but you must take my word for 
it. This is about half’ a mile long, is quite steep and rather rough under foot in 
places. There are inviting views as you descend and half way down openings in the 
hedges on either side provide access on the left, rather circuitously via the 
Sewage Works, up to the Hempton Crossroads, and on the right theoretically back to 
the road from Deddington, the access point here being the corner of the field 
adjacent to the last big new house on the way out. It is liable to be a very 
difficult and muddy journey. The. illegible half-hidden wooden signpost by the 
roadside is warning enough. 

T propose, however, going to the bottom of Snake Hill where you come out onto a 
wide roadway with Blackingrove Farm on the right. The road on the left will take 
you into Barford St. Michael but that is not my destination today. Just across the 
road is a metal gate and a track diagonally to the left over the two fields which 
will take you via two wooden stiles and a little footbridge hidden away in the 
corner, on to a new metal gate by the tumbledown old mill. Here you come out onto 
another broad lane. To the left it goes on into Barford St. John, but if you go 
right you have before you a charming walk by a spectacularly meandering stream with 
grazing cattle alongside. 

After a while you will see looming ahead of you on the hill-top the extensive 
derelict buildings of Coombe Hill Farm. Before you get there, having crossed a 
second cattle grid, you have the choice of ascending to the left through a steep- 
sided lush meadow in which there may be cattle and horses. There is a wooden gate 
at the top and then you bear right and come on over a concrete pathway to an angle 
in the gated road to Milton. Alternatively you can continue on the winding path, 
skirting the farm buildings on your right. At the back is a large wooden gate. 
You then have to cross a cultivated field to the gap in the hedges opposite, which 
brings you out on the Milton Road a little nearer home. There is some barbed wire 
here but also some fencing secured by a chain. Between the gates on the Milton 
Road you have some of the finest views in the area. i 
Your way home can be up to the Oxford Road by the lay~by, but if it is not too wet 
underfoot I would strongly recommend branching off to the right after crossing the 
bridge over the river. It is easy to find your way as there are two stone pillars 
at the opening to the recently re-surfaced road. You soon find yourself at the 
foot of Cosy Lane on the route described in NORTH AND SOUTH (No.4). Itisa 
formidable ascent but just pause a couple of times and look back! 

One advantage of this walk is that you have such a variety of choices; overall you 
are likely to cover between five and six miles.

THE CLOCKMAKERS OF DEDDINGTON —- Part i by Norman Stone 


William Hudson, who gave his name to Hudson Street, was a prosperous grocer in 19th 
century Deddington. Before he died, in 1832, he expressed a wish that ‘the old 
church clock should give way to a. better’. His heirs honoured his wish, and the new 
clock was installed in 1833 by Thomas Fardon, clockmaker, of Deddington, whose name 
is inscribed on the indicator dial. Now there were two Thomas Fardons, both 
assuredly clockmakers, and both undeniably of Deddington. But neither of them made 
Deddington church clock. 

The maker was William Taylor, a turret clock and chime maker and bell founder, of 
W&J Taylor, St Ebbe's Street, Oxford. Taylor's Deddington clock was “in a massive 
cast iron frame with'cylindrical pillars and ball finials; two trains, rack striking 
and maintaining power. The rack is vertically disposed, tocthed on both sides with 
the gathering pallet below; striking control by means of a peg and lever; the hammer 
pegs semi-circular in section; the fan 3-bladed. The escapement is a recoil anchor 
with a wooden rod pendulum about 18 feet overall'. Nothing is known about the 
earlier clock. 

The Thomas Fardon who installed the 1833 clock that bears his name made longcase 
clocks, Act of Parliament Clocks, and watches. Some of his work is in the Beeson 
Collection in the Museum of “the History of Science, Oxford. He was a well-known 
repairer and restorer - witness his work on Enstone church clock ~- and according to 
the Universal Directory of 1791 he was also an ironmonger. In January 1806 he was 
paid £7.7s.0d. for a clock for St Mary's Church, Kidlington, and lis. for putting 
it up. However, Beeson thought this was ‘probably not a turret clock as local 
tradition refers to a clock on the east wall of the nave, which was eventually 
removed as it distracted the attention of the congregation’. 

Did Thomas Fardon ever make a turret clock? Perhaps the Deddington church job was 
too big for someone with no track record.

THE WAY WE WERE Deddington 150 years ago by Buffy Heywood. 


Extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley for October 1844: 

lst OCTOBER - Willy came to us and I took him and his Mother a most beautiful 

drive into Marlborough Forest - the oaks were magnificent and venerable as to size 
and age, but few such to be met with elsewhere. 30 new boys were admitted to 
College including a son of Mr. Chichester's of Horley - we desired Willy to be kind 
to him. 

3rd neh ~ I found the ice house all but finished in our absence. (It is still 
there). ; 
8th OCTOBER ~ I went to Oxford to be present at a convocation to approve the choice 
of a new Vice Chancellor, . The Puseyites, as they are called, had demured and 
protested against the Chancellor's selection, however the votes in favour were 882, 
against 183, a most triumphant signal to these misguided and indiscreet and 
factious persons - and calculated I hope to make them peacable and submissive for 
the future. 

12th OCTOBER - Our annual ox roasting took place - and a sheep ditto by the 
teetotallers. 

18th OCTOBER ~- Attended a vestry meeting called to consider the state of the poor 
and to take some steps for their employment during the coming winter. It was 
agreed unanimously to allot the men in proportion to the acres of each farm, one 
man to 30, or 35, acres according to circumstances. The present occupiers of the 
Pest house it was agreed should be legally ejected. 

19th OCTOBER - the annual court of W.R. Cartwright and others, Lords of this Manor, 
was held at the Town Hall, 

21st OCTOBER - I heard a case of acorn stealing, doubting my jurisdiction or 
competency to take cognisance of the proceeding, held certain penalties over the 
delinquent's head in terrorem - the-case left to be reconsidered by a full bench of 
Justice at petty Sessions. 

22nd OCTOBER - My birthday - thanks to a kind Providence for having spared me thus 
far. 

25th OCTOBER - The brook between North Aston and Deddington is to be cleaned out 
and a new brook cut in a straight line or as near as may be from Deddington Bridge 
to North Aston Ford.

DEDDINGTON FIRE SERVICE 


Fire Calls During the last month we have responded to 16 calls: 2 chimney 

fires, 1 cooker fire, 1 paraffin heater fire, 3 false alarms with good intent, 5 
electrical defects on autuomatic alarm systems, and 1 call to stand by at Bicester 
Fire Station. 

Station Crewing levels The last year has to have been the worst in the history of 
Deddington Fire Station - certainly the worst I can remember during the 26 years I 
have been a firefighter. We are so short of firefighters that the Station is 
unable to respond most of the time during the working day and occasionally at 
weekends when some personnel may not be available. 

During the last year the Station has lost 4 personnel’ who could respond during the 
day. Firstly the County Council changed my job which meant I was not available; 
Tim Cox joined the Fire Service as a full-time firefighter; Simon Cook joined the 
Defence Fire Service; and Carol Shirley resigned for medical reasons. This left 
only 2. Fortunately Mark Rogers joined but that only brought the number up to 3 - 
still insufficient for a crew. That is the situation at present which is not only 
frustrating but makes the rest of us feel terrible when we are not able to turn 
out, feeling we are letting the community down. We joined the Fire Service in 
order to do a public service but we are prevented from doing so a lot of the time 
through insufficient numbers. 

Portable Heaters With the coming of the colder weather no doubt people will be 
getting out their portable heaters and electric blankets, but I wonder how many of 
these appliances have been serviced during the summer months. Do remember that 


portable heaters, if not serviced properly, can be just as dangerous as fixed 
appliances.

DOWN ON THE FARM 


We have recently finished our fourth harvest at Castle Farm and what a 

contrast to the previous two it has been. I think everyone appreciates true 
seasonal weather and no one could dispute that we have had a proper summer. This 
doesn't lessen the urgency of harvest though as the accuracy of weather forecast 
should not be trusted. 

We grow several different crops which include oil seed rape, winter barley, wheat - 
feed varieties for animals and milling wheat for bread making ~ peas and beans. 
These crops are grown in rotation moving around the farm in sequence. This also . 
means that harvest is spread and at least in theory crops are ripening at different 
times. , 

With the hot weather from mid June we started cutting oil seed rape on July 19th 
followed by winter barley. The peas were harvested earlier than ever before and 
seemed unaffected by the hot dry weather, unlike the beans which were very 
disappointing this year. This year we grew three varieties of winter wheat and I 
was concerned that with continual rain throughout the winter and spring it would be 
very shallow rooted and not be able to cope with the sudden drought. However the 
quality of each variety has been quite pleasing and far better than some recent 
years. . ! 

Before one harvest is finished the seeds of the next crop of oil seed rape 
need to be sown, firstly having had the soil analysed so that the correct 
fertilizer and any necessary lime can be applied. Anyone who is a keen gardener 
will know about the ravages of slugs. Grey field slugs are also quite partial to 
some farm crops and if large numbers are left unchecked can devastate susceptible 
crops. Regular monitoring of the situation is the name of the game!

NEWS FROM HEMPTON 


Remember Morton's Fork? Cardinal John Morton used to levy loans on behalf of Nenry 
VII and woe betide you if you tried to escape from them. If you were living the 
good life you could afford to pay but if you looked poor and modest he reckoned you 
must have been stashing money away in secret ~ so no excuse! In either case he saw 
to it that the Church had its way in the end. All that was five centuries ago but 
it seems that the Church authorities are nothing if not consistent in their 
attitudes. 

For many years damp has been rising up the walls of Hempton Church. When it finally 
seemed that it had been saved from closure, the newly formed Friends of Hempton 
Church set about raising funds to have a damp course put in. They applied to the 
Diocesan Advisory Committee. No, said the DAC: before any damp-proofing is done 
the roof must have guttering so that rainwater will not fall from the eaves onto 
the flagstones below and splash back onto the walls and seep through to the inside. 
So money was raised and gutters installed, and again permission was sought to 
install the damp-course. No need, said the DAC, now that you've put up gutters you 
won't need a damp-course after all. There, it seems, the matter rests. And the 
wet still climbs up the walls. 

Meanwhile the church is fulfilling its duties to Hempton. On 21 September the 
funeral of Richard Claude Ford took place in a full church in the presence of his 
daughter Sheila and son-in-law Ray Orton. Dick would have been 92 this November. 
He grew up in Tooting but went to Australia between the wars. He returned to this 
country as a builder and decorator and survived the London Blitz as an ARP man 
doing heavy rescue work. After the war he led a busy and productive life. When 
his wife died in 1982 he came to Hempton where he spent twelve happy years as a 
well-loved neighbour. He will be greatly missed. Dick and his family requested
